Selectmen to meet and review change to special legislation 


WILMINGTON - Selectmen 
will be holding a special 
meeting on Thursday, July 29, 
to review language of pending 
legislation that could provide 
liability protection for the 
town relative to the Maple 
Meadow Landfill site. 

‘Town Meeting in 2009 voted 
to petition the town’s state 
legislative delegation to seek 
legal protection for the town 
against potential suits result- 
ing from the capping efforts 
of the Maple Meadow 
Landfill. One of the stipula- 
tions included in the town 
meeting article, was that any 
language inserted by the leg- 
islature, whether substantive 
or not, must be approved by 
the town’s selectmen. 

Assistant Town Manager 
Jeff Hull received a call from 
Senator Bruce Tarr’s office 
on Monday informing him 


that Tarr was working toward 
pushing the bill through 
before the end of the legisla- 
ture’s current session, which 
closes on July 31. In order to 
push it through, however, the 
board of selectmen must 
review and approve a section 
added by the legislature. 

Hull's office also received a 
call from Representative 
James Miceli expressing opti- 
mism that the home rule peti- 
tion would pass successfully 
through the House - presum- 
ably contingent on the inser- 
tion of the legislature’s pro- 
posed section. 

According to Hull, the lan- 
guage being added reduces 
slightly the liability protec- 
tion for the town in order to 
prevent setting a legal prece- 
dent. 

“Certainly the town would 
like full liability protection, 
but a half-a-loaf is better than

both became Marines. Five 
months later, John Rich was 
in Vietnam; two months later 
he was killed in action. 

The rededication is being 
conducted in conjunction with 
the dedication of the Veterans 
Memorial Bridge on Lowell 
Street, at the stream crossing 
of Maple Meadow Brook. The 
memorial for PFC Rich is 
nearby, next to the Textron 
Defense Systems tennis 
courts. During the road con- 
struction project on Lowell 
Street, it was concealed by 
equipment and material. The 
Town of Wilmington and 
Textron Defense Systems 
have now completed clean up 


of the area around the memo- 
rial. 

The Textron Veterans Group 
took the initiative for the 
rededication of the memorial 
which was originally dedicat- 
ed (25) years ago this year, 
May 5, 1985. 

The four memorial stones 
for Vietnam soldiers were 
placed in the 1980s by Fred 
Shine, then commander of the 
Wilmington DAV (Disabled 
American Veterans). Four 
pieces of granite were select- 
ed from the stones of Jenks 
Bridge on Woburn Street. The 
bridge was being replaced, 
and then-DPW 
Superintendent Bob Palmer 
arranged for the town to pro- 


vide the stones for the memo- 
rials. Palmer also noticed 
that tailings from the 
National Vietnam Memorial 
were available, with the ser- 
viceman’s name on it. So 
each Wilmington memorial 
has a plaque of black granite 
inset on the native granite 
stone, each engraved with the 
names: John A. Rich, John 
Fullerton, Richard Welch and 
Robert Parent. 

The rededication of the PFC 
John A. Rich Memorial and 
the Veterans’ Memorial 
Bridge will be at 11:00 a.m. on 
Saturday, August 7, on Lowell 
Street, Route 129 in 
Wilmington.

Literature, designed to 
enhance reading and compre- 
hension. Probation Officers 
also help keep neighborhoods 
safe through their partner- 
ships with local police. 
“Massachusetts was one of 
the first states to track high- 
risk offenders using GPS. 
The NiteLite Program, a 
community supervision pro- 
gram which pairs probation 
officers with police officers 
on night time visits to offend- 
ers’ homes, is another initia- 
tive that has had a huge 
impact. NiteLite was first 
established by Suffolk County 
Probation Officers in 1992, 
spread quickly to many other 
departments and ultimately 


earned national attention as 
a groundbreaking effort in 
community-based probation,” 
said Probation Acting 
Administrator Ronald 
Corbett. “We are very proud 
of the service and the hard 
work performed by Probation 
Officers who do their part to 
help keep communities safe.” 

Probation Officers super- 
vise offenders through visits 
to their homes and by enfore- 
ing the orders of the court. It 
is also the Probation 
Officer's job to determine an 
offender's need for services 
such as substance abuse 
counseling. 

Eighty-three percent of pro- 
bationers are male and 17 
percent are female. The typi- 
cal profile of an adult proba- 
tioner in Massachusetts is a 
31-year-old man who is on 
maximum supervision. 

An offender on maximum 
supervision receives regular 
home visits from their proba- 
tion officer and may be 
required to report to the pro- 
bation officer at the court. 

Massachusetts Probation 
has served as a model for 
Probation Departments 
across the country and 
abroad. In 1878, the 
Massachusetts state legisla- 
ture passed the first proba- 
tion statute which put into 
place an official state proba- 
tion service.

‘Although sudden cardiac 
‘Arrest is more prevalent in 
adults, when it occurs in chil- 
dren or adolescents, it may be 
due to a heart condition that 
was present at birth (congen- 
ital heart disease) or a condi- 
tion known as commotio 
cordis, a disruption of the 
heart rhythm which can 
result from blunt impact to 
the chest area directly over 
fhe heart, for example from a 
baseball or softball. 

Public access to defibrilla- 
tion (PAD) means i 
AEDs available in public 
and/or private places where 
large numbers of people gath- 
er.

Runs’ turn 25 


Woburn’s Bill O’Connor 
‘ continues to run things

Is running fun? Is sweating, aching, breathing hard, feeling 
out of breath fun? Most people would probably answer in the 
negative. Many don’t even like to walk. They'd prefer to drive a 
block or two to the store. The idea of physical exertion pains 
them figuratively in the same way it would literally. 

In Woburn, there's a man who disagrees with all that. A man 
who would answer in the affirmative that, yes, running is fun. 
And he’s not alone. In fact, for the past 25 years, he’s had 15,564 
supporters; precisely 15,564 people who also believe running is 
fun. So fun, to be exact, they even named it fun. 

For 25 years, Bill O'Connor has led "Summer Fun Runs." 
Five weeks every summer, usually in July and August, 
O'Connor, with the support of Woburn’s Recreation 
Commission, the Friends of Woburn Track and the Shamrock 
Running Club, has encouraged people to be active by holding 
these runs around Horn Pond, either 2.5 miles for adults or .8 
miles for the younger set. 

O'Connor, 66, has been running all his life. He said he got the 
idea when he started coaching the cross-country team. It was 
1986, and he decided to set up the "fun runs" as a feeder system 
to get-kids into cross-country. 

"The first few years it was pretty small," he said. "Maybe 
100-300 people." 

In the beginning, the run wasn’t fully around Horn Pond.

Mostly. It was near Water Street, which sits adjacent to the 
pond. 

The concept could have easily failed, people not have shown 
up, and perhaps O'Connor would have quit. Thankfully, that 
never happened. 

Because it grew. 

The first sign that these "fun runs" were being taken serious- 
ly occurred when then Mayor Jack Rabbitt brought his grand- 
children to race. He told O’Connor at the time to go to the other 
area of the pond. And he did. 

One could assume that as the "fun runs" got bigger O’Connor 
would have delegated responsibility to others. But he didn’t. In 
fact, he never missed a run in 25 years. 


"I was there for my anniversary, my wife's birthday, even 


came back from my vacation on the Cape," he noted, showing 
his dedication to the event and the city. 

Even though his wife doesn’t run, she understands his pas- 
sion. Strangely, though, O'Connor himself has never participat- 
ed. He has run Boston Marathons and said he’s currently in 
training for a 10K in Maine. 

O'Connor stressed that although many of his cross-country 
athletes participate, they're not forced to. 

"The main objective is fun," he said. 

In 25 years, O'Connor has seen a lot. He said he’s kept 
records for every run and only had a problem once. When pres- 
sured to go high tech, the computers crashed and he lost the 
records for that year. He learned his lesson and went back to 
doing things the old-fashioned way. 

O'Connor has seen men break 12 minutes, which he called 
amazing, and women break 15. He said the fastest anyone ever 
ran the 2.5 miles was 11:02 around 1988. The coach said it was 
an Olympian back from the Olympic trials. 

Both kids and adults participate, with kids as young as 3- 
years old running and adults as old as 70. Those in wheelchairs 
have also participated.
